MAKE WASHINGTON WAR CONSCIOUS 
For months, long before wc were actu ally at 
war, we hav e been hearing cries ou t of W ashing­ 
ton for national u nity . Ad mitted by all of u s, u nity 
is a wartim e essential, bu t as the close observ er 
watches the Washington scene it becomes more 
and more ap p arent that the time has come—it is, 
in fact, long p ast—for u nity , not only for the 
su ccessfu l p rosecu tion of ou r w ar bu t against 
the growing and more d aring collectiv ism on the 
p art of those who cried the lou d est for u nity . 
The recently comp leted legislation for con­ 
gressional p ensions, rep eal of which is u rgent to 
ou r ev entu al p eace and secu rity ; the attemp t, to 
sp end 58 0,000 for a sev en-minu te Donald Du ck 
film to p op u larize the ad m inistration’s increased 
income tax es; the attem p t by ad ministration stal­ 
w arts to p u t one of Eleanor Roosev elt’s p ets, 
Dancer May ris Chancy , in a 54,6 00 a y ear civ ilian 
d efense job, and the attem p t to giv e Melv y n 
Dou glas, mov ie star and alleged follower of d ou bt­ 
fu l theories, another civ ilian d efense p ost, are the 
more recent glaring ex amp les to take ad v antage 
of the u nity the p eop le hav e p rov ed by d efense 
bond and stamp sales and the more recent a t­ 
temp ts to fu rther raid emp loy ers’ p ay rolls and 
emp loy es’ p ay cheeks. 
We need a d and er and an actor in ou r civ ilian 
d efense setu p abou t as mu ch as we need a new 
treasu ry bu ild ing in which to store ou r su rp lu s 
money which we “ain’t got.” Not being gifted 
with u nu su al ex p ressions of hu mor, it is d ifficu lt 
to comment u p on the Don Du ck p rop osal. D iffi­ 
cu lt as it is to believ e, ev en Congress has recog­ 
nized at long last that there is a bord erline ev en 
for d amfoolishness. By a 7 8 to 6 3 v ote, the Hou se 
said “no” to p ay ing the Donald Du ck bill and 
there are ind ications at the moment tiiat this 
ex hibition of common sense may last long enou gh 
to send Actor Dou glas back to Holly wood and 
Dancer May ris back to the w ant ad sections 
looking for an honest job. 
Pension Da n g er Go es Deep 
Then, there're those p ensions for those p oor 
ov erworked 
and 
ov erbu rd ened 
Rep resentativ es 
and Senators who get only 510,000 a y ear p lu s 
office ex p enses. Poor creatu res! It is a national 
misfortu ne that the Sp okane clu b which sp onsored 
the “Bu nd les for Congress” camp aign called off 
the d eliv eries. Su rely , some of those p oor fellows 
cou ld hav e u sed some of the salv aged articles 
which had been mad e read y for trans-continental 
ship ment. 
There is more to those p ensions than p eop le 
m ay y et realize. There is no d ep th to the d anger. 
The p ensions increase with y ears of serv ice which 
means that the Congressman who p lay s ball the 
longest with the ad ministration which is in a 
p osition to help him by hand ing ou t WPA, NYA 
and other d oles to his d istrict, is the Congress­ 
man who hangs on for a bigger p ension. It is a 
legalized frau d u p on the v oting p u blic. It is the 
wed ge which can be ex p ected to lead to p ensions 
for may ors, 
Jap anese 
beetle 
insp ectors, 
d og 
catchers and , who knows, may be air raid ward ens. 
On the su rface this is not an ad ministration- 
sp onsored p rop osal, bu t the Presid ent signed it. 
This alone makes him a p arty to the scheme to 
p ay for life those who are elected to serv e ind e­ 
p end ently withou t thou ght of comp ensation later 
on. It is a p rop osal which was hid d en among a 
consent-calcnd ar bill introd u ced by Rep . Robert 
Ramsp ect, Georgia Demoeiat. That he was not 
merely ex p ressing his own v iews in this bill is 
hard ly d eniable. Were the ad ministration not ad ­ 
v ised or were it not a p arty to the scheme, why 
d id the Presid ent sign it’’ Commenting on the 
nation's reaction. Mr. Ramsp ect said ; ‘I'v e no 
objection to their hav ing all the fu n they w ant 
to, bu t I d on’t think it serv es any good p u rp ose to 
make sp ort of Congress at a time when the p eop le 
ou ght to hav e confid ence in their gov ernment." 
Time to Un ite 
This is as hu morou s as Donald Du ck. If Mr. 
Ramsp ect ex p ects the p eop le to hav e confid ence 
in gov ernment when that gov ernment v otes p en­ 
sions for more than 500 of its best p aid serv ants, 
Mr. Ramsp ect has another gu ess coming. His 
p ension scheme is a confid ence-d estroy er along 
w ith the wicked waste at a time when we need 
ev ery av ailable d ollar to p rotect and arm ou r 
y ou ths w'ho are offering their liv es and their 
limbs for 521 a month withou t thou ght of a 
p ension. 
The American p eop le hav e d emonstrated that 
they know we are at war. Now it is lime for them 
to u nite to force Washington to the same reali­ 
zation.

The v alu e of a thing is d etermined by the 
i amou nt of effort and skill it req u ires to satisfy 
; a want. It now req u ires a great d eal more effort 
to get the ru bber to p rod u ce a tire than ir d id 
when we cou ld ex change something we p rod u ced 
here in mass q u antities for the ru bber in Malay a. 
I Now if we hav e to p rod u ce ru bber here where 
: p eop le can be more lu crativ ely emp loy ed and 
| where the natu ral elements are not fav orable 
; to the growing of ru bber, it will req u ire a great 
| d eal more labor than formerly . This means that 
a tire is a great d eal more v alu able now than 
it formerly was. 
Bu t this is something that the ad ministration 
fails to realize. They are a grou p **>f theorists 
who think that v alu es are established by law, 
or by wish. They d o not seem to realize that they 
are established by natu ral laws. And if tires 
cannot be had , au tomobiles are of no v alu e. The 
v alu e of one thing is often d ep end ent on another 
or p art of it; as in the case of au tomobiles with­ 
ou t tires. 
R esu lts o f A rtificia lly Lo u: Va lues 
The 
trou ble with 
establishing an artificial 
minimu m v alu e, as the gov ernment is d oing in 
too many cases, is that it p rev ents p eop le from 
being willing to p u t forth the effort req u ired 
to p rod u ce the thing d esired . If we d id not hav e 
the artificially low p rice on tires that control 
the p rice of ru bber, the cap ital and ingenu ity 
of all the p eop le wou ld be d irected in p rod u cing 
and getting the su p p ly somehow. As it is, now 
we hav e only the brains of theorists to get u s 
ru bber who think they are infallible and wise 
enou gh to know the relativ e v alu e of thou sand s 
of d ifferent things which we u se in d aily life. 
Ou r ad ministration, in setting minimu m and 
max imu m v alu es, is d oing ex actly the same thing 
as is d one in Ru ssia, Germany and Italy . If we 
are so cov etou s that we hate to see any man u se 
and enjoy a thing that we cannot hav e, becau se 
we hav e not worked for and p rod u ced in the p ast 
wealth that is eq u iv alent to this thing we cov et 
and d esire, then we cannot hav e free enterp rise 
or a d emocracy . Democracy and free entq jp rise 
are based on lack of cov etou sness and a willing­ 
ness to see other p eop le free to u se their talents 
and enjoy whatev er their abilities enable them to 
u se and enjoy . 
Tires are infinitely more v alu able to mankind 
than they were before ou r su p p ly of ru bber was 
red u ced . It is too bad that ou r gov ernment offi­ 
cials are so inex p erienced in how wealth is p ro­ 
d u ced and d istribu ted that they d o not know 
that tires are more v alu able now 
than they 
were in the p ast. 


FAVORARLE, UNFAVORABLE OR NEUTRAL? 


At a chu rch meeting stu d y ing d emocracy , a 
few word s were u sed to test the attitu d e of 
those p resent. If certain word s or p hrases mad e 
a fav orable, or u nfav orable, or neu tral imp ression 
on the ind iv id u al, one cou ld gain from these 
imp ressions the real character of the ind iv id u al. 
The resu lts seemed to ind icate that on many 
things there was mu ch need of a better u nd er­ 
stand ing of the tru e Christian sp irit. 
Of the grou p , when the word “Catholic” was 
u sed , six marked fav orable, six u nfav orable and 
eight neu tral. 
When the word “Jew ” was u sed , sev en marked 
fav orable, fiv e u nfav orable, sev en neu tral. 
When the p hrase “CIO” was u sed , one said 
fav orable, 16 u nfav orable and two neu tral. 
It is ev id ent that the chu rch p eop le u nd er­ 
stand p retty well the u nchristian acts of the 
CIO, bu t fail to be charitable when it comes to 
other religions.

Cu ban su gar has been av ailable before this 
y ear to Great Britain and other Eu rop ean u sers. 
The restrictions on p rod u ction in Cu ba hav e re­ 
su lted from the American su gar q u ota sy stem, 
which limited imp orts into the United States. 
The Cu bans cou ld hav e p rod u ced mu ch more 
su gar than they d id had there been a m arket 
for it. 
If Great Britain now has need of Cu ban su gar 
it is becau se of the loss or p rosp ectiv e loss of 
imp ortant sou rces of su p p ly , chiefly in the Brit­ 
ish and Du tch p ossessions in the western Pacific, 
where Jav a is a p rod u cer riv aling Cu ba, and 
Malay a and other British p ossessions p rod u ce im­ 
p ortant q u antities. 
The sea v oy age from the western Pacific to 
Eu rop e is a far longer one than that from the 
West Ind ies to the same p orts. More ship s are 
req u ired to d eliv er an eq u al tonnage. Are Ameri­ 
cans to u nd erstand that the British u ntil now 
hav e serv ed their commercial interests, to the 
neglect of their and ou r strategic interests, by 
u sing an u nnecessary 
tonnage of ship p ing to 
bring su gar from their own and other western 
Pacific areas, and only now, when the w ar has 
sp read to those areas, are tu rning to the more 
conv enient W est Ind ies ? 
This is a m atter of grav e imp ortance to the 
United States. One of the reasons cited for ou r 
failu re to accu m u late an ad eq u ate national stock 
p ile of cru d e ru b ier has been a su p p osed short­ 
age of ship p ing. Were American ru bber cargoes 
neglected in fav or of British su gar cargoes? The 
British interest in the same q u estion, as d isaster 
ov erhangs Singap ore, need not be elaborated .

UNIONS AND TAXES 
(Fullerton (Calif.) News Tribune) 
A statem ent by 
Daniel Tobin, p resid ent of 
the International Teamsters’ Brotherhood , lend s, 
emp hasis to the agitation 
in fav or of tax ing 
u nion income. Tobin say s that $8 million in the 
Treasu ry of the team sters’ u nion has been p laced 
at the d isp osal of the United States, with or w ith­ 
ou t interest. The u nion has alread y bou ght $2 
million in d efense bond s.

hou rs a week, or by 12 men work­ 
ing 40 hou rs. 
The wage hou r law, howev er, 
makes the boss p ay time and a 
half, or $1.50 an hou r for ov er­ 
time. If ten men d o the work it 
then costs $520. If twelv e men d o 
it, it costs 8 48 0. To sav e 840 (for 
which the boss gets ’ no ex tra 
serv ice or p rod u ction whatev er) 
the theory wa$ that he wou ld hire 
two ex tra men, so that none wou ld 
work more than 40 hou rs. 
When y ou ex amine this closely 
it is nothing bu t a “share the 
work” scheme, a sp ecies of p oor 
relief. Ten workers are forced to 
share their p ay env elop es with 
two others. In short, althou gh 
anx iou s to work the fu ll 48 hou rs 
at 8 1 an hou r and so earn 8 48 , 
each of them was to be forced 
to work only 40 hou rs for 8 40. 
The 8 8 ex tra p er worker which 
wou ld hav e gone to each of the 
ten men now goes to the two ex tra 
men. This is a wage cu t to the 
ten men of almost 17 p er cent. 
They are forced to loaf by law. 
The two ex tra men are better 
off. The ten men are worse off. 
Howev er d esirable it is to giv e 
emp loy ment to the two, is it fair 
to p lace the entire bu rd en of em­ 
p loy ing them on the ten workers? 
From the social stand p oint, that 
bu rd en ou ght to be borne by the 
entire commu nity , u nd er WPA or 
some other p oor relief p lan. 
The original theory of sp read - 
the-work (ev en if it was once 
sou nd ) has no reality tod ay . The 
nation is mov ing into a p eriod 
when all of u s mu st work more 
than 40 hou rs a week. To retain 
the 40 hou r law in w ar time is 
simp ly to take ad v antage of the 
nation’s need to force time and 
half p ay for work bey ond 40 hou rs. 
It is p rofiteering from war. 
The only lim it to the work week 
now 
shou ld 
rest only on the 
health and 
p rod u ctiv ity of the 
worker. That p oint is reached 
somewhere, in some ind u stries, at 
48 hou rs, n others at 54. In ord in­ 
ary occu p ations 48 hou rs hu rts 
no one. Bu t whatev er that max i­ 
mu m p oint may be in this ind u stry 
or that, it can be fix ed either by 
statu te, contract, or labor and 
management 
negotiations. Time 
and a half p enalties are not the 
way to p rotect the health of the 
worker. 
Tod ay the nation is the largest 
bu y er of labor p rod u cts. It may 
soon be a larger bu y er than all 
other bu y ers p u t together. Time 
and a half p ay for hou rs bey ond 
40 now p enalize the entire p op u ­ 
lation. If retained throu ghou t the 
war it will ad d billions to cu rrent 
tax es and fu tu re d ebt. It will 
act 
as a constant brake against 
all- 
ou t effort. And when the war 
is 
ov er we will all hav e to p ay for 
what is now nothing bu t war 
pro­ 
fiteering ou t of the red u ced in­ 
come of the p ost war p eriod . 
When that p eriod of 
reduced 
emp loy ment comes, whether short 
or long, or bad or worse, if the 
law is retained , then once 
more 
the good workers 
will hav e to 
give up dollars they could have

had taught

vice was to give their propaganda 
agents 
nominal employ ment as 
newspaper men to cover up their 
real operations. 
Investigation of Williams’ ac­ 
tivities led to evidence involv­ 
ing David W. Ry der and Town­ 
send, 
who with Williams

agents. The indictments 
charge 
the three men with conspiracy to 
violete the Foreign Agents Re­ 
gistration Act and “ with willful 
failure 
to state material 
facts 
in registration statements."

Get­ 
ting wind of this, Miss Perkins 
thought 
she 
saw 
a 
promising 
chance to stage a blitz snatch 
for power. 
So she quietly 
prepared 
an 
ex ecutive order to be signed by 
the President placing under her 
control all activities 
for 
the 
supply and training of labor. The 
effect of the order would have 
been to strip Hillman’s division 
of its chief functions. 
Miss Perkins slipped her order 
to the Budget Bureau for trans­ 
mittal to the 
President. 
But, 
meanwhile, Federal Security Ad­ 
ministrator Paul McNutt was tip­ 
ped off what Miss Perkins was 
up to. McNutt also is ambitious 
to play a bigger role in the war 
organization. 
Unlike Miss Per­ 
kins, the white-crested Indianan 
is on good terms with Hillman, 
but McNutt figured that if Hill­ 
man’s division was going to be 
reshuffled, he, too, would put in 
a strong bid. 
So McNutt cooked up an ex ecu­ 
tive order of his 
own, a little 
different from Miss Perkins’. He 
proposed setting 
up a 
Labor 
Supply Board, operating 
under 
him. His formula, on the surface, 
was different but the practical 
effect would have been the same 
as the Perkins’ scheme. 
But like all of Miss Perkins’ 
other attempted grabs for power, 
this one also got nowhere. The 
President directed that both pro­ 
posed ex ecutive orders be shelved, 
while he and Hillman 
decided 
what they wanted to do. 
Social Security Meddlers 
In the past two y ears repeated 
efforts have been made on Cap­ 
itol Hill to ex tend the scope and 
increase the pay ments of the So­ 
cial Security Act. But every at­ 
tempt has got nowhere because 
of the meddliqg and bureaucratic 
sniping of the moguls of the So­ 
cial Security board. 
Now these moguls 
are up to 
their old obstructive tricks—this 
time regarding the plan to in­ 
crease unemploy ment 
insurance 
benefits for workers who have 
been made idle by the all-out 
war production program. 
The plan was drafted by Fed­ 
eral Security Administrator Paul 
McNutt and War Labor 
Chief 
Sidney Hillman, and proposes— 
during 19 42 only — to increase 
the 
period 
of 
unemploy ment 
benefits 
from 
13 to 26 weeks 
and raise the weekly max imum 
to 
$24. 
President 
Roosevelt 
warmly approved the 
program 
and recommended 
to Congress 
that $300,000,000 be appropriat­ 
ed immediately . 
To speed action, the Social Se­ 
curity Board was asked to pre­ 
pare 
the 
nceessary 
bill. 
This, 
however, was a sad mistake. 
Seeing what they thought was 
a swell chance to sneak through 
an ex tension of their bureaucra­ 
tic powers, the SSB slipped into 
the bill a provision placing under 
their control all state unemploy ­ 
ment insurance 
sy stems. 
This 
was 
done 
without 
consulting 
either the White House or McNutt 
and Hillman. 
If the SSB had any idea they 
could get away with this scheme, 
they soon 
learned 
differently . 
Quickly discovered, it has stirred 
Congress with irate protests. 


DETROIT, Feb. 10—Discussing 
a shortage of skilled men from 
the war trades, the personnel man 
of one of the big motor compan 
ies, who deals in workers by the 
thousands, remarked that a small 
er company had appealed to him 
for help. 
The little company 
needed machinists and without 
them could not deliver on time 
the mechanism which was its al 
lotted task in the whole arma­ 
ment scheme. 
“ They begged me,” he said, “ to 
lend them 300 of my men " 
A half hour later, the personnel 
man’s 
boss, 
discussing 
another 
phase 
of production, 
remarked 
with a note of reproach, that the 
big unions claim men for their 
own as though the men were 
property . 
The more men they 
control through their closed shop 
and 
check-off 
agreements, 
the 
greater the power of the boss 
unioneers over both the men and 
industry . 
If they call them out 
on strike they can be impersonal 
toward the privations of families 
because the individuals are not 
men to them in the human sense 
but just so many critters, with no 
voice in the matter. The success­ 
ful organizing strike, a common 
device, called for the purpose of 
driving into the union x -thousand 
more men employ ed at an unor­ 
ganized plant, 
who desperately 
don’t want to join, increases the 
power of the union boss and the 
strikers go hungry with their fam­ 
ilies and obey orders with little 
complaint. 


When the boss Had ex plored 
this thought I said the personnel 
man’s talk of lending the machin­ 
ists had revealed a similar im­ 
personality and sense of property 
in men, although not the same 
brutality . I believe we all agreed 
that the industry did think of 
workefs by the drove or herd, 
subject to loan. 
The boss of the great corpora­ 
tion, an old-time shopworker, him­ 
self, then said the downrightest 
feudalism in this country ex isted 
ir the baseball busmens where 
the man is, frankly , just property 
on the hoof. He did not say , but 
I often did when I was doing 
sport, that this serfdom was the 


very foundation of the amusement 
which for more than 40 y ears has 
been regarded as the national 
game of the freest country on 
earth. 
Twenty y ears ago the 
standard baseball contract was 
attacked in court but it must have 
been upheld because it is still the 
standard form. 
Briefly once a 
play er signs, he becomes property 
and may be sold and must work 
for his nex t ‘owner at the own­ 
er's terms but, growing old or 
being hurt, may be fired on 10 
day 's notice. 
He is scheduled as 
pro^- . ty of a certain value ?n 
owner’s assets a*.d tax reports. I 
The owner ca 
claim depreciation | 
on the play er as his talent and , 
sinews decline but the play er, be­ 
ing, for his own tax purposes, a 
man, can claim no such deprecia­ 
tion. 
The play er can’t solicit a 
better job c.id the owners have a 
written conspiracy , with penalties 
provided, whereby no owner may 
approach another owner’s play er 
with an offer of a better job. 


A few y ears ago cases were re­ 
ported from the low minors in 
which one play er was taken in 
trade for a bird dog and another 
for a satchel of new and used 
baseballs. 
Some employ ers using masses 
of men prefer to do business with 
the unioneers- 
They agree on 
wages, hours and conditions and 
the union 
very efficiently de­ 
livers the labor at the gates on 
time, of a fair average skill and 
reasonably sound of wind and 
limb. 
Dave Beck, the Seattle Team­ 
sters' unioneer, startled me once 
by ex claiming angrily of the Brew­ 
ery drivers ‘‘Those men belong to 
me.” 
He meant that his union 
claimed jurisdiction but he said, 
“ Those men belong to me,” and 
he meant that, too. 
Last 
Saturday , 
the 
Chicago 
Daily News, which 
belongs to 
Colonel Frank Knox , 
discussed 
national conscription of civilians 
for work and soothingly remarked 
that a gallup poll “ shows that a 
majority of our citizens are will­ 
ing, in the war emergency , to let 
the government tell the worker 
‘what job, where and how much’.1 
What do y ou think of that?
